Whereupon, the Council proceed dto the Representatives Hall, and 
heard the following message : 


Fellow Citizens of the Counce 
and House of Representutiees : 

You are convened under a new organization of the Legislative As- 
sembly in conformity with the provision of the 19th section of the act 
of Congress, creating the Territory of Iowa and prescribing her form 
of government. ‘The division of this Territory I consider of the first 
importance to the welfare and fu.ure prosperity of both the people of 
Wisconsin and Iowa. From the great extent of Wisconsin before the 
division, and the diversified interests and pursuits of her citizens, it was 
difficult to enact such laws as were suited to their wants and condition. 
As you have recently been elected the representatives of the people, 
you will bring with you a knowledge of the wants and wishes of your 
constituents. To legislate for enlightened freemen is surely one of the 
most responsible duties that can devolve on members of the same com- 
munity. Í trust that a spirit of harmony will govern your intercourse 
in your legislative dutics, and that no sectional jealousies will arise to. 
prevent that union of feeling and concert of action so necessary to pro- 
mote the general welfare of the People of this young and prosperous 
Territory. 
` By the organic law of Congress creating the Territory of Iowa, the 
members of the Council are elected for the term of two years, and for 
the House of Representatives for the term of one year. This provision 
of the organic law creating that Territory, is more consonant with the 
spirit of our republican institutions and the rights of the people of Wis- 
consin, than the election of members of the legislative assembly for the 
term of four ‘and two years, agrecable to the provisions of the organic 
law, creating the Territory. It is well known that the tide of emigra- 
tion.flows to this Territory in the spring and autumnal seasons of the 
year, and the citizens who thus arrive and locate themselves, cannot 
exercise the right of suffrage, till the end of the quadrennial period, in 
relation to the Council, and the biennial pcriod, in relation to the House 
of Representatives ; yet they are subject to laws enacted by a body in 
whose election they have no voice.. I respectfully recommend to the 
Legislative Assembly, the justice and propriety of memorializing Con- 
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gress, ashing them to amend the orge kov ofthis Teritory so that 
the Council may be compos. I efinenb as Cleeted every second vear, 
and the House of Ru pre- catath ~. fo be cumposed of members elected 
annually. ' 

At the lasi session ot Conecrss a val wos introduecd in the House 
of Representatives fur tue admision of this Ti mitory as one of the 
States of this Union, which was postponed for want ef ume. I recom- 
mend the carly acuon of the Legsieiine Asserbiy on that important 
subject. The wishes of the poople ofiias Te rritory should be consulted 
at an early period, and if the majorny of thm determine in favor of a 
State Government. it should be estibished. The admission of Wis- 
consin as one of the indeponccnt States oi Cro confederacy, at an early 
period. would be productive of auch cvod to ler inhabitants, they 
would be represented in bota branches of the nat enal Legislature ; 
and her citizens would cquady parie pete in the cujoyment and advan- 
tages of a state goyosnm nt. when the voice of tne people would be 
the foundation of their rigits. Fron the great extent of this Territory, 
the fertility of her soil, the suubr.ty of ber climate, with the sreat lakes 
Michigan and Superior, oa the cast aud north: and the + Father of 
Rivers,” on the west; sith her ineshavstible treasure of mitierals, 
composed of lead and copper; with her extensive forests of pine, and 
abundantly supplied with water pawi cos, With cvery natural facility 
for forming a gencral system of internal improvement, between the 
Mississippi and the Likcs—our miand scas—supzorted by the fostering 
care of this patriotic and cnhghtencd Administration; with the ivtelli- 
gence, industry. and enterprise of her citizens. her “march will be 

- onward,” and the time is noi distant waen she will form a strong link 
in the chain of states in the great vailey of the Mississippi. 

I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Asscmbly the passage 
of a law creating a tax on the Lands of non-residents, for the purpose 
of forming a fund to be applied exclusivcly for the establishment and 
support of Common Schools in this Territory, upon such a system as 
may be devised by the Legislative Assembly. This fund to be ex- 
pended under the direction of commissioners to be appointed for that 
purpose. By the 6th section of the organic law creating this Territo- 
ry, it is provided that the lands or other property of non-residents shall 
not be taxed higher than the lands or other property of residents. The 
power is given by Congress to the Legislative Assembly, to pass laws 
on all rightful subjects of legislation, not {pconsistent with the organic 
law. The most favorablé construction should be given by the Legis- 
lative Assembly in the exercise of the pot delegated to them by 
Congress, that will best promote the commork good of the people of 
this Territory. A well digested system of comiman schools established 
in this Territory, would contribute more to the benefit of the rising 


generation than any measure that could Skenet or the considera- 


tion of the Legislative Assembly. Thé\bvenefitf such a system to 
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the poorer classes of the community woud tend to that equality among 
the people which is so essential to their harmuny, and so consonant 
with the spirit of our republican institutions. Its happy influence over 
the morals of our citizens would promote the cause of Religion and 
Virtue, aud cement more closely the bonds of our political union, and 
be the means of preparing the rising gencration to participate in the 
councils of our common country, as well as to enjoy and defend our 
free institutions from the polluting touch of aristocracy and despotism. 

I respectfully recommend the appoiniinent of a joint committee from 
both houses of the Legislative Assembly with instructions to investi- 
‘sate the state and condition of the several Banks in this Territory, and 
to make their reports during the present session. If the banking in- 
stitutions, have violated their charters, it should be known to the people 
of the Territory ; and the proper steps taken to arrest a course so in- 
Jjurious to the best interests of the community. On the contrary, if 
théy have acted in good faith, and not in violation of their banking 
privileges, it is important to their credit that it should be known to the 
public. It is a well established fact, uhat banking corporations have it 
in their power, and do practice the most gross frauds upon the public, 
by expanding and centracting their issues of bank notes, as best suit 
the interests of bank stockholders ; and frequently, by making excess- 
ive issues of their bank notes when they have no means of redeeming 
them. From the present state of the currency of this Territory, it 
would seem that a just regard for the rights of the people, requires 
that their representatives si.ould take such steps, as will secure them a 
good currency, and you may rely on my co-operation in support of 
such measures as will aid in effecting that desirable object. 

By an act of the Congress of the United States approved June 12th, 
1838, there has becn granted to this Territory and the future State of 
‘Wisconsin, for the purpose of aiding in the construction of a canal to 
«unite the waters of Lake Michigan at Milwaukee with those of.-Rock 
River, alternate sections of land five miles on each side thereof, con- 
taining one hundred and sixty-six thousand four hundred acres. From 
the liberal provision of this grant of land it may be considered as the 
commencement of a system of internal improvement, under the foster- 
ing protection of the Government, which will have the most beneficial 
results in promoting the future welfare and prosperity of the people of 
Wiscensin, by opening a direct communication between the waters of 

Lake Michigan, with those of the Mississippi, by the RockRiver, which 
as the most practicable southern route, passing through a fertile region 
“of country, well adapted to agricultural purposes. The completion.of 
the contemplated canal will be the means by which the produets of the 
mining region of Wisconsin, can be more readily conveyed to the east- 
em markets, which now take a much longer and more circuitous route 
by the. way of New Orleans. _ A r 

-By the 3d section of the act of Congress, making the appropriation 
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for the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, it is enacted that the alter- 
nate sections, aud fractional sections ct land which shall remain to the 
United States agreeable to the fist scction of the act, shall not be sold 
for a less sum than two doilars aud fifty cents per acre, nor be subject 
to pre-emption. I recommend to the Legislative Assembly the propri- 
ety of memorializing Congress asking the extension of the right of pre- 
emption to all actual settlers, on the line of the canal, who would have 
been entitled to the benefit of a law passed at the last session of Con- 
gress granting the right of pre-emption to the occupants on the publi¢ 
lands. I deem it an act of justice, to the settlers on the line of the 
contemplated canal, that they should be placed on the same ground, 
they would have occupied had they been located without the limits of 
the canal lands, and that the rigut of pre-emption should be granted 
them at the minimum price of the publ.c lands. When they made 
their settlements they no doubt believed they would participate ‘th 
common with their fellow citizens, in purchasing their homes at the 
Government price. © ‘They have had, in common with other settlers on 
the public lands to encounter a s*rics of harrassing difficulties, incident 
to the formation of new settlements ; they have by their energy and 
industry enhanced the valué@ of the lands of the United States in the 
immediate vicinity of tle contemp.ated canal route, and are entitled, 
upon principles of justice as well as the usage of Government, to the 
favorable consideration of Congress. It has been the policy of the 
Government to extend every possible indulgence heretofore, to the oc- 
cupants of the National domain. This policy is wise and just. The 
Government lands should be soid to the setilers alone, graduating their 
price according to their value ; we would then have a population, own- 
ers of the soil, attached to the republican institutions of our country. 
The desert itself in a few years would become a fruitful field, and 
where the unsubducd forest now stands, we would see a free, enterpris- 
ing population. Large tracts of country in this Territory have been 
purchased ‘by individual speculators, or by companies, who permit them 
to lay waste, until they will cammand the highest prices, thereby re- 
tarding the settlement of the Teriitory.—The true value of the soil 
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Territory; and it has always been the established policy of the Gov. 
ernment to afford every facility and protcction to commerce, by di. 
minishing, as much as possible, the dangers of navigation in all parts 
of the country, to which our commerce is extended. The great in- 
crease of shipping upon Lake Michigan within the last two years, can 
be accounted for by the increased settlements formed on the lake bor- 
der. From Chicago, in the State of Iilinois, to the mouth of Green 
Bay, is a distance of about four hundred and fifty miles by water; yet 
there are no preparations for the safety of vessels on that shore ; they 
are exposed to the winds and waves of the whole western coast of Lake 
Michigan, at the great risk of the lives and property of our citizens. 
From the increased commercial importance of the town of Milwaukee, 
and its location near the centre of the western shore of Lake’ Michigan, 
at the mouth of Milwaukee River, where nature has dene much tô- 
_ wards making a safe harbor, and is’now the outlet of a great extent of 
fertile country, a part of which is now offered for sale by the Govern. 
_ ment, the United States’ Engineer has estimated the whole cost of the 
harbor at the sum of ninety-two thousand one hundred and eighty- 
three dollars and fifty cents. That amount is surely a small sum for 
the construction of a harbor at that important point, which is so neces. 
sary for the protection of the lives, and the security of the property of 
our citizens. A large amount has already been ‘received in the na- 
tional treasury from the proceeds of the sales of the public lands on 
‘the shores of Lake Michigan, and the public lands are again offered 
-for sale on the lake border; and it wottid seem, if a just regard was 
paid to the rights of the people, and the interest of the Government, 
‘that a part of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, should be 
‘appropriated ‘by Congress for the construction of harbors and light 
_ houses on.the shores of Lake Michigan. The public lands would be 
enhanced greatly in value thereby, and increased facilities afforded 
emigrants in the settlement of theslake conntry. : 
I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly the propriety 
. of memofializing Congress, asking a donation of one hundred and fifty 
thousand acres of land, to be sold, and the proceeds to be applied un- 
der the direction of the Legislative Assembly in such a manner as 
they may direct for the improvement of the Fox river of Green Bay, 
the Rock and Pekatoneca rivers, and connecting the waters of Rock 
_ river, through the Four Lakes, with those of the Wisconsin river.— 
The improvement of the navigation of the Fox River and the Wiscon- 
sin river at the Portage, the distance of one and one-fourth miles, 
would be the means of opening a direct northern communication be. 
tween Lake Michigan and the Mississippi.. The important results 
that would flow from the accomplishment of that work to the people 
residing on the borders of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, must be ap. 
parent. The rich and fertile country bordering on these rivers would 
þe open to the enterprising emigrant. ‘The people of the Upper Mis: 
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sissippi and the extensive settlements which are now forming on 
Lake Michigan, and the settlers who occupy the intermediate country 
would be alfke benefited. A direct communication would be open to 
the Eastern markets for our lead and shot, manufactured near the Wis- 
consin river. The United States Eincincer charged with the survey 
of the Fox river, has made a favorable report to Government, as“to 
the importance, and practicability, of the navigation of that river.— 
Steam-boats have navigated the Wiscorsin river, during the past and. 
present seasons without obstruction, as faras the Portage of the Wis- 
consin and Fox rivers. ‘The canal commenced two years since,. to 
connect the waters of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers was suspended 
during the last season. The company-chartered for that purpose have 
again resumed their operations this scason, and tle carly completion. 
of that important work may be expected. In my message to the Le-- 
gislative Assembly. in 1836, 1 called thelr attention to the important: 
subject of Internal Improvements, and will now repeat what my views 
were at that time, on the subject of connecting the waters of Rock 
river with those of Wisconsin: “ The improvement of the navigation 
of the Rock river, I consider a subject of vital importance to the fu- 
ture prosperity of this Territory. ‘This river waters a large extent of 
fertile country ; a small appropriation by Congress would be sufficient 
to remoye the obstructions in its navigation. It is known, from the: 
outlet of the Four Lakes, that discharges itself into -the Rock river, it ` 
is not more than twelve miles by land; and from the Fourth Lake not 
more than sixteen miles to the Wisconsin river. Indians have fre- 
quently descended in canoes in high-water, from the Fourth Lake to. 
the Wisconsin river. The great advantage of this inland communica-. 
tion must be apparent; it would greatly enhance the national domain, 
in that part of the Territory, and increase the value of Jand purchased: 
by ‘individuals from the Government.” 

The location of Madison, the capital of Wisconsin between the- 
third and fourth lake,is the best eveidence of the importance of this. 
part of Wisconsin. The opening a direct water communication be-. 
tween the Rock and Wisconsin rivers would be of the first importance- 
to the growth and prosperity of Madison and the country adjacent.— 
The improvement of the navigation of the Fox, Rock and Pecatoneca 
rivers, and the connected navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, 
and the uniting the waters of the Rock river with those of the’ Wiscon-- 
sin, through the Four Lakes, is a subject of great interest and of vita 
importance to the future growth and prosperity of Wisconsin. The. 
practicability of the improvement of the navigation of those rivers, 
by means of a small appropriation from Congress, will be readily ad- 
mitted by-all who are acquainted with, and have a minute knowledge 
of the country through which they pass. : 

_I have proposed to the Legislative Assembly to.ask of Congress a 


donation in land, believing the Government would more readily appro». 


* 
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priate land:than.money. From the extent of the grant of land made, 
by the Government fer opening the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, - 
I consider that donation of land as establishing a precedent that would. 
have a favorable bearing in the action of Congress, on that subject. —. 
Should the representatives of the people devise a different plan to ob- 
tain these appropriati:ns, from Congress, for the completion of the 
important objects I have briefly presented for their consideration, they 
willhave my most hearty concurrence. 

I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly the propriety 
of memorializing Congress, asking that the sum of one hundred thou. 
sand dollars, may be appropriated for the removal of the obstructions, 
to the navigation of the Mississippi at the upper and lower rapids.— 
This important-work was commenced this season at a low stage of the 
river, and but little progress made ‘towards its completion. The ap- 
propriations heretofore made by Congress have been entirely too small, 
considering the importance of this work. Twenty thousand dollars. 
was the whole amount appropriated by Congress, at their last session, 
for the improvement of the navigation of the Mississippi, above the 
‘mouth of the Missouri- At the last session of Congress the sum of 
seven millions six hundred and twenty-one thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated for the improvement of harbors and rivers, and the erection 
of works for the security and protection of navigation. No appropri- 
ation was made by Congress for the construction of harbors and 
light-houses in this, Territory. More than ten millions of pounds af, 
lead is shipped annually, over the Upper Mississippi Rapids, from the, 
‘Lead Mines of Wisconsin. Itis well known that the greater part of 
the supplies of every kind, for the inhabitants residing in the lead re- 
‘gion of country, passes the rapids during the fall months, when the 
river is generally at its lowest stage. The inhabitants of the counties 
bordering on the Mississippi in this Territory, are greatly interested in 
the remoyal of the obstructions to navigation in the Upper Mississippi. 
The delay intightening steam-boafs ta enable them to pass the rapids 
ata low stage of the river, and the loss of property, is believed to be 
„equal to fifieen per cent. this season on the whole arrount shipped.— 
It is not alone the people of this Territory who are interested in the 
completion of this important work. The people of the Territory of 
Towa and the State of Illinois are equally interested. 

_ 7" At the last session of Congress ten thousand dollars was appropria-. . 
_ ted for the construction. of a Territorial Road-from Milwaukee, by the 
_ way of Madison, to a point on the Mississippi, in this Territory, oppo- 
site to. Du Buque in the. Territory of Iowa. | 
~The sum of two thousand dollars was appropriated by Congress for 
suyveying and marking the most elegible route fora Rail Road be- 
tween Milwaukee and the Mississippi. ‘The completion of a road from, 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi would be productive of the most 
beneficial effects, and the settlement of this, Territory would be great-_ 
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ly facilitated; its agricultural, mineral and commercial resources ~ 
would be better developed ; and the transportation of the mails made 
more safe, which in the present s‘ate of the roads cannot be transmit- 
ted with expedition or regulari.y. A good road would greutly facili- 
tate the march or movement of troops and the transportafidn of the 
necessary munitions of war, from our Lake border to our most exposed 
frontier on the Mississippi, should it became necessary to meet a savage. 
engmy. 

I recommend, at the present session of the Legislative Assembly, 
the appointment of Commissioners, competent to revise the Laws of- 
the, Gerritory. A part of the laws of Michigan, since the organiza- 
tion of the Territorial Government of Wisconsin, have been repealed. 
At the last-annual session of the Legislative Assembly more than one 
hundred laws of a general and a local na‘ure, were enacted—many of 
them adopted: fram.the codes of the different States of the Union— 
and from a failure in printing them at a proper time, the people have. 
been compelled-to remain in ignorance of the laws now in force. ` 

By a resolution of the Legislative Assembly, a part of the Michigan 
Jaws were ordered to be printed and distributed throughout the Terri- 
tory. This portion would. have embraced the -most important laws 
from the Michigan Statutes now in force. It will require professional 
men of legal attainments, to revise the laws, and a liberal compensation 
should be made them, to obtain that. description of legal talent necessa- 
ry for the discharge of the arduous and responsible duties that would. 
devolve upon them. K i 

At the close of the adjourned session of the Legislative Assembly, a 
contract was made, by a committce appointed for the printing of the, 
lawsand resolutions, passed at the annual sessions of the Legislative. 
Assemblies of 1836-7-8, and the laws passed.at the adjourned session, 
in.1838, with certain other acts selected from those now ‘in force. con-. 
tained in a resoiution of the Legislative Assembly, approved the 19th. 
of January, 1838. The laws, by contract, were to be printed in one 
velume, and fifteen hundred copies were to be delivered to the agent 
of the Legislative Assembly, within seventy days from the 30th June 
last. I recommend the appointment of an agent on the part of this 
Territary, with instructions to repair to, Burlington, the present seat of” 
Government for the Territory of Iowa, to. receive the laws of this Ter-. , 
ritory, if printed, that. they may be distributed in such a manner as the. 
Legislative Assembly may direct, 

I respectfully invite the attention of the Legislative Assembly to, 
the claims of the miners in the Lead mine region, on the justice and, 
liberality. af the government in extending to them the right of pre-emp- 
tion in the purchase of their minéral lots. I will repeat at this time, 
my views on that subject, as delivered in my message to the Legisla-, 
tive Assembly in 1836. “I would suggest the propriety of memori-, 
alizing Congress, as to the justice of granting to all the miners; who, 
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have. obtained‘the ownership of mineral grounds under the regulations of 
~ the superintendent of the United States’ lead mines, either by discov», 
ery or purchase, the right of pre-emption in the purchase of their min-. 
gral lots at the minimum price of the public lands. By the persevering 
indusiry of the miners the lead mines have greatly increased in value. 
‘They have been, in war, many of them, the brave defenders-of the- 
‘mining region of country. They were invited by the Government, 
through her agents, to explore and work the United States? mines.— 
That meritorious class of the community have strong claims on the. 
justice and liberality of the Government, that I trust will not be with- 
held from them.’ By selling the United States’ lead mines without a, 
reservation securing the rights of the miners, they would be deprived. 
of valuable mineral grounds, that they have exercised ownership over- 
for years. They will not be able to compete with speculators, whose. 
object will be to monopolize all the mineral grounds in this. extensive. 
lead region of country.” 
` Important treaties have been made during the last year with the 
Chippeway, Sioux, and Winnebago Indians, by which extensive dis. 
tricts of country have been ceded to the United States, which is of the 
first importance to the growth and prosperity of Wisconsin, as well as 
for the peace and safety of our exposed and extensive frontier. The 
‘proximity of the Winnebago Indians tq our border settlements, made» 
the extinguishment of their title to.the country east of the Mississippi,, 
‘and their removal west of that river, of the first importance. It wilk 
relieve the frontier settlers from the intrusion of. the Indians, and Le- 
the means of benefiting the Indians themselves, by removing them 
from near our settlements. The amount now paid by the United 
States, in annuities to the Chippeway, Sioux, and Winnebago Indians, 
will have a. salutary effect in restraining them from committing acts. 
of hostility on our border settlements, knowing that a violation of their 
‘treaty stipulations would be the means of forfeiting their. annuities, 
upon which they place great reliance. s 
T would respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly the. 
propriety of memorializing Congress, asking an appropriation to extin<, 
guish the title of the Menomonee indians to their country bordering on, 
the Fox river, from the mouth of Wolf river to.the Portage of the Fox- 
and Wisconsinvrivers. The United States would then own the whole. 
extent of the country bordering on both sides of the Fox river, which, 
would facilitate the improvement of the navigation of that river; and; 
the Indian title would be extinguished to ® valuable tract-of country that 
would admit of a dense settlement. - 
` Trespectfully recommend the early action of the Legislative Assem-. 
- bly in dividing the territory into three Judicial Districts, and the assign-. 
ment of the Judges to their respective Judicial Districts. E 
_ The formation of three Judicial Districts in this Territory, in the 
place of two, will produce a change of time in holding the terms ofthe: 
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several courts. The due administration of justice requires the early 
organization of the Judicial Districts in this Territory. The lives, 
liherty, and propertyʻof all classes of the community depends on the . 
due, speedy, and impartial administration of the laws. 

At the last gennal session, I recommended to the Legislative As- 
sembly, the propriety of addressing-a memorial to the War Department 
-of the Government, asking a supply of arms for the use of the volun- 
teer companies, and for the militia of this Territory. In a communi- 
cation, addressed by the Secretary of War to our delegate in Congress, 
informing him that he had enclosed him a report of the Colonel of Ord- 
nance, on so much of the memorial of the citizens of Wisconsin, as 
relates to the supply of arms they desire may be furnished the Territo- 
ry, the Secretary of War states as follows: “This department will 
cause the necesssry armament to be deposited at posts convenient to 
the territory, subject to the orders of the Government in cases of emer- 

ency.” , l 

i At the last annual session of the Legislative Assembly, the- laws, 
generally, fer the. gevernment of the militia were repealed, and from 
‘a failare in printing them, I deemed it unnecessary to order a muster 
‘of the militia this fall, as Courts Martial; for the trial of delinquents, 
‘could not act without law for their government. z 
ae HENRY DODGE.

I herewith enclose a memorial from the citizens of Pleasant Prairie, 
Racine county accompanied by a communication signed. by delegates 
ftomthé Milwaukee Land District, who represent in part the eccu- 
pants of the public lands in that ia entitled to the right of pre- 
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emption, by an act of the Congress of the United States, approved June 
22nd, 1838. “The settlers on the public lands in the Milwaukee land 
district, have recently petitioned the President of the United States te 
delay the sales of the lands to which they are entitled by the right ef 
pre-emption. A suspension of the sales has been granted them for 
the term of three months, and they now ask of the Legislative Assem- 
bly such relief as their present situation demands. The memorialists 
state that many of them have expended their means in building and 
making the necessary improvements for the accommodation and sup- 
port of their families, and that they have not the means of paying the 
Government for their homes, without resorting to capitalists and spec- 
ulators, who will charge them from twenty to one hundred per cent. 
for the use of money. It is believed that a loan of money can be af- 
fected by pledging the faith of the Territory; to relieve the wants of 
this merritorious part of the community ; and that by a pledge of real 
estate security they could obtain from the Territory small sums to en- 
able them to purchase their pre-emption right from the Government. 
Į am not prepared to say to what extent the faith of the Territory can 
be legally pledged, in negotiating a loan of money, nor what has been 
the practice and usage of Territorial Governments heretofore on that 
subject. If, however, the Legislative Assembly have the power to 
pledge the faith of the Territory in effecting a loan for small sums, it 
would seem that.they had the power to extend their negotiations, in 
obtaining loans of money for the benefit of the people. 

Any mode or plan that may be devised by the Representatives of 
the people to obtain a loan of money to be applied as before mentioned, 
consistent with the general provisions of the organic law of Congress, 
creating this Territory, will have my concurrence. I recommend your 
early attention to, and action on the subyect of this communication,

“The law appointing these Commissioners requires the Treasurer 
to render an annual account of the monies received and paid out by 
him. ‘The first annual account should have been presented and passed 
upon at the last session of the Legislature. That it was so presented 
we believe, although no evidence of the fact exists, except a report of 
a select committee of the last House of Representatives, which refer- 
ence is made to it.—No direct action appears to have been had on the 
subject, and we presume therefore that all the evidences of his expen- 
ditures since the commencement of his duties are in possession of the 
Treasurer, and that the accounts now under consideration embrace 
all his doings up to the present time. Assuming this to be fact, and 
without being furnished with the ordinary youchers, the committee have 
called on the Acting Commissioner in whose name most, it not all, of 
the monies were drawn from the Treasurer. His examination affords 
presumptive proof of the correctness of the aceount, though it is not 
such evidence as the committee desired to have before them, to pass 
fully upon it. The-committee therefore ask leave to suspend their 
examination until the proper vouchers may be produced, or their ab- 
sence accounted for in some satisfactory manner. 
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“There is another branch of the inquiry inte the subject, which the 
commiitee feel themselves unauthorized to pursue to the extent which 
circumsiances seem to demand. 

“The law fixing the seat of Government, required the Commissioners 
to agree upon a plan, and to give out contracts. for the erection of the 
Public Buildings,-&c. In this account of the Treasurer it appears 
that $21,617 08, was paid out by him, mostly to the acting Commis- 
sioner, before a single contract was given out; and it seems, even 
now, theugh the building is not near its completion, that all the money 
has been paid out by the Treasurer except $6,382 34. . 

“Under these circumstances, and with the fact before us, that all this 
apparent misapplication of funds must be known, if true, to the Trea- 
surer himself, we respectfully submit the recommendation :—that a se- 
lect committee of three members be appointed to act in conjunction 
_ with a similar committee of the House of Representatives, to inquire 
into the manner in which the $40,000, appropriated by Congress, have 
been expended; and to aseertain and report the propriety of accept- 
ing the building which has been erected bv the Commissioners, and to 
report such other facts as may be elicited in the examination of the mat- 
ter, and the said committee have power to send for persons and papers, 
to take affidavits, swear witnesses, é&c.

Let me 
add the assurances of my high consideration and gratitude which I 
feel towards every member of the Council for the uniform kindness and 
support extended to me by them, while 1 have endeavored faithfully 
and impartially to discharge the duties as presiding officer of this body, ;

: Although but few acts of a general character have been passed, as 
the: discusgions and action of tnis body haye been chiefly confined to 
‘bills of a local nature, and to the passage of memorials to the parent 
government in behalf of the great interests of the territory ; yet it is 
believed,-that the concurrent resolutions of the two houses authorizing 
a revision of the laws, is a measure of infinite importance to the true 
interests of the people and to the credit and character of the territory ; 
I doubt not that it will be so regarded by an enlightened constituency, 
and that they will approve the motives and commend the judgment 
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from which emanated a measure ofso much consequence to the coun- 
try. A measure, indeed, indispensable ¿n the attainment of a great 
desideratum in the government and political machinery of the present 
territory and future state of Wisconsin, viz: the cnactments and due 
udministration of a system of good and wholesome laws, adapted to the 
genius, and suited to the wants and condition of an intelligent, cnter- 
prising, and democratic people. 

A few weeks only will olapse, before we shall again come together, 
when we shall be called to act upon a collection and revision of the 
laws, which will be reported by the committee to whom this important 
subject has been entrusted. It is believed the people of the territory 
have a sufficient guaranty in the high character and eminent qualifica- 
tions of most of the gentlemen composing the committee of revision, 
that they will be presented with a code and system of laws well calcu- 
lated to secure them in their just rights and elevate the character of the 
territory. 

In taking my leave of you, indulge me gentlemen, in the expression ` 
of my fervent desire for your prosperity and happiness, and for your 
safe return to yqur respective families and friends.

MEMORIAL, No. 1. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
consin respectfully represents: That the Pecatoneca River is one of 
the most important tributaries of Rock River, which discharges its wa- 
ters into into the Mississippi, at or near Rock Island, (Fort Arm- 
strong :) : 

That Rock River, except at a very low stage of water, is navigable 
as farinto the Territory as the mouth of the Crawfish for that class of 
steam-boats which are used upon the Missouri and Illinois rivers, and 
the Mississippi above the mouth of the Missouri; and that the improve- 
ments which are contemplated, and for which appropriations have been 

made, will, when effected, make it thus navigable at a low stage of 
water, 

An appropriation of land was made by Congress at its last session 
for the construction of a canal from Milwaukee on Lake Michigan, to 
some point on Rock River, below the mouth of the Crawfish, from 
which it is supposed sufficient funds will be realized to construct. the 
canal, and that it will in two or three years be completed ; thus form. 
ing anether uninterrupted channel of water communication between 
the Atlantic cities and the Mississippi River, through the great Lakes. 

The Pecatoneca River and its tributaries water nearly all that part 
of the Territory between the fourth principal meridian and Sugar 
Creek, (a distance of about forty-five miles east and west,) and between 
the State line of Illinois and the dividing ridge, as it is called, running 
east and west nearly parallel with the State line, and at an average 
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distance of about thirty-five miles from it; which tract of country em- 
braces about one-fifth part of the whole population of the Territory, 
and by far the greatest and most valuable portions of its Lead Mines, 
and is not excelled in the inducements it holds out for the encourage- 
ment of agricultural or manufacturieg enterprise by any equal extent 
of country in the Territory. The tax annually incurred by the people 
of that portion of the.country for the transportation by land of their 
numerous imports and exporis to and from the Mississippi, is extreme- 
ly burdensome and retards to a considerable extent the settlement and 
prosperity of the country. 

The Peca‘oneca unites with Reck River in the State of Illinois about 
twenty miles south of the State line, aad is more sluggish, and except 
that itis more crooked, is better adapted for navigation by stéam-boats, 
from its mouth as far up as the forks, about six miles above the State 
line, than Rock River itself; so that no improvement would be neces- 
sary below the forks, and perhaps two or three miles above, except tor 
straighten the charinel in a few places by cutting through some of the 
poinis which form the crooks. Above the forks the west branch is 
remarkably well adapted to improvement by means of slack water 
navigation, to a point witzin afew miles of Mineral Point, as the banks 
are high and the water generally sluggish; from there to. Mineral 
Pointa canal could be made without extraordinary expense, and sufti- 
‘cient money to make the contemplated improvements, could undoubt- 
edly. be realized from the sale of every alternate section within five 
miles of the river or canal, or from a corresponding amount of equally 
valuable land in any other part of the Territory. 

The Legislature deem it unnecessary to point out in detail the nu- 
‘merous advantages which would result from the contemplated improve- 
ment, but wiil only say that the same results would undoubtedly flow 
from this improvement. which have followed other similar improvements 
in different paris of the country, but they would fail in discharging 
their duty if they should omit to express their belief that Government 
would realize more money from the alternate sections wbich would be 
reserved to them at the minimum price of two-dollars and fifty cents 
per acre, than they will now realize from all the lands at the present 
miaimum price; and furthermore, that such an improvement would 
giyea value ta.lands more than’ five miles from said river, or’ canal, 
which are now comparatively valueless, and thus greatly increase the 
revenues of the Government, besides greatly enhancing the value’ of 
the public. domain in the State of Illinois, in-the-vicinity of the Pecaton- 


eca and Roék rivers.

“This improvement, taken in connexion with the canal from Milwau- 
kée to Rock River, would open to the.citizens in that part of the coun- 
try, which would be affected by it, a new channel of trade, which would 
‘nat only be of great importance to them but would-enabje all-that part 
of the country, lying upon the Lakes and the New-York canal, to reap 
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the benefits of our:trade, and would enable them to receive our mineral 
roducts, which they now receive by way of New Orleans and the 
Atlantic cities, by a cheaper and more direct route; for these anda 
variety of other reasons which will readily occur upon an examination 
of the subject, the Legislature respectfully ask your honorable body to 
grant to this Territory, for the purpose of improving the navigation of 
the Pecatoneca River, from Mineral Point to a point where the State 
line of Illinois crosses said river, or of constructing a canal in lieu of 
such improvement, in such place or places as an improvement of the 
‘river shall be deemed inexpedient, every section of land which shall be ` 
designated by an odd number within five miles of either bank of said 
river, or of said canal; and in case it should be found that any such 
sections, or any parts of ‘them have been previously sold, to grant .to 
4he Territory a corresponding amount of land out of any of the unsold 
Jands of the Government in the Territory.

MEMORIAL, No. 2. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly ofthe Territory of Wis- 
consin respectfully represents: That the ütle of the Menomonee na- 
tion of Indians is yet unextinguished to that portion of our Territory 
lying on the north-west side of, and adjacent to, the Fox River of Green 

_ Bay, from the Portage of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, to the mouth 
of Wolf River. This tract of country, although of comparatively 
small extent, is nevertheless, of the utmost importance to the Terri. 
tory. in consequence of its geographical position, and of the fact that 
-the Indian title to mostly all the lands, by which it is surrounded, has 
been already extinguished, and settlements to a considerable extent 
have already been commenced upon them; thus leaving in the midst 
of our settlements a tract of country inhabited ouly by savages, and 
those of a description who have not the slightest tendency towards 
civilization. 

The Legislature would also urge upon Congress with earnestness, 
the fact, that a deep interest is felt by the citizens of the Territory in 
the improvement of the Fox River; some slight improvements in 

. which, together with the construction of a cxnal from the Fox to the 
Wisconsin River of one and a quarter miles long, (which has already 
been commenced,) would afford an uninterrupted water communica. ` 
tion from the Great Lakes to the Mississippi, by a route which nature 
seems to have designated for that purpose. Congress have already 
made appropriations for the survey of Fox River with reference to its 
future improvement, and the report of the engineers is understood to be 
highly favorable, and it seems highly probable that the report of the 
engineers will be followed by an appropriation to make the improve- 
ment; but a very_limited and partial benefit, will be derived from any 
such appropriation, or improvement unti! the title of the Menomonee 
Indians is extinguished to the tract alluded to. as most of the improve- 
ments needed upon the Fox River would be required to be made upon 
that part of it skirted by those lands. The Legislature, therefore, re- 
_spectfully ask of your honorable body, an appropriation for the purpose 
of enabling the President of the United States to cause the title of the 
Menomonee Indians to be extinguished to that portion of our Territory 
before alluded to. 
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MEMORIAL, No. 3. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatiaes of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
consin respectfully represents: That being well aware that-it has 
ever been the true policy of our Government to lend every possible aid 
to facilitate and protect both our foreign and domestic commerce, ap- 
proach your honorable bodies with great confidence, in laying before 
you the precarious situation of the shipping interest of Lake Michigan, 
where the loss of lives and property are yearly very great. The great 
increase of commerce upon Lake Michigan must be apparent to all, 
when they consider the rapid settlement of that section of country bor- 
dering upon its western shore. On this great inland sea, from Chicago 
in Illinois, to the mouth of Green Bay, a distance of about two hundred 
and fifty miles in extent, there are no artificial harbors for the protec- 
tion of vessels from the gales and heavy storms that are very frequent 
upon this lake; within this limit in the Territory of Wisconsin, there are 
numerous towns rapidly growing up to great commercial importance. 

Your memorialists deem it only necessary to attract your attention 
to the great loss of lives and property, to secure your immediate action 
in making suitable appropriations for the construction of harbors at 
several of the most important towns upon the western shore of this 
Lake, in the Territory of Wisconsin. Entertaining these views they 
would respectfully recommend, that Congress make the following ap- 
propriations during the ensuing session, to wit : 

The sum of forty thousand dollars for the improvement of the harbor 
at the mouth of Milwaukee River. 

The sum of twenty thousand dollars for the improvement of the 
harbor at the mouth of Root River, at Racine. 

.  Thesum oftwenty thousand dollars for the improvement of the har- 
bor at the mouth of Pike Creek. 

And, also, five thousand dollars for the construction of a light-house 
at the same place. 

The sum of twenty thousand dollars for the improvement of the 
Harbor at the mouth of Sheboyagan River, at Sheboyagan. 
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And, also, twenty thousand dollars for the imptovement of the harbor 
at the mouth of Manitouwoc River, at the town of Manitouwoc. 

And, also, for the purpose of constructing and placing buoys in the ~ 
channel near the entrance of Fox River at the head of Green Bay, the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars. 

Surveys and reports have been made by order of the Secretary of 
War of all these points, and heretofore submitted to Congress; they 
show in the most obvious manner, the practicability and importance of 
this immediate impravement. 

Your memorialists would further recommend an-appropriation of a 
sum not exceeding two thousand dollars to survey the route, and 
report the practicability ofa cut from Sturgeon Bay te Lake Michigan, 
adistance of about two miles.. 
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MEMORIAL, No. 4 


To ihe Honorable ihe Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled: ` > 


The Memorial of the Legislature of the Territory of Wisconsin, 
would respectfully call the attention of your houors to the condition of 
the Miners residing in the Territory, and pray that Congress would 
adopt spch measures zs in their wisdom may be just and right. 

This portion of our fellow citizens, industrious, honést and enter- 
prising, were invited by the General Government about the year one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, to embark in the cnterprise of 
mining, in the country known as the United States Lead Mine District, 
-under the regulations prescribed by the superintendant. At that time 
the country was overrun by the natives, and in a perfect state of na- 
ture, a long distance from civilization, all the means of subsistance had 
to be brought several bundred miles up the Mississippi River, the nav- 
igation of which was then but very impartially known. They, theres 
fore, had to undergo and endure many privatiens and hardships from 
these causes alone; but, in addition to these, two Indian wars rendered. 
their situation more perpiexing and severe, more particularly the war 
of 1832, when the enemy surrounded the country on all sides, killing, 
' scalping, and tomahawking many of our citizens. The miners were 
then found in the front of the fight, staying the savage destroyer, and 
finally were the great ins'ruments in bringing to a close the war; ne- 
veriheless, under all these difficulties, they have, by their perseverance 
and industry, developed the mineral resources of the country, and paid 
the Government in lead, arising from, a tax imposed upon their labor, 
an amount nearly equal to the purchase moneyspaid for lands. Their 
labor has been the source of great natural wealth; it has produced to 
the United States annually, for the last ten years, nearly fifteen millions 
- oflead; thoy have furnished a market fora large amount of the pro. 
duets of the States of Hlinois and Missouri; given freight to almost 
all the steam-boats on the great Mississippi River, and employment to 
innumerable persons who have been engaged in handling and trans- 
porting lead, the results of their labors. These, however benefi. © 
cially they may be looked upon, are only the secondary benefits the 
Government have received. What would new have been the condi. 
tion.of this country had these men remained at their homes and ne

answered the call of the Government: a mere unprofitable wilderness ¢ 
and the coffers of the Government would not have been filled with the 
monies derived from the sale of the lands in this-vicinity. Thousands 
of dollars, which have been paid into the Preasury of the United States 
would have been withheld, and the country remained on the hands.of 
the Government, an immense waste, where now industry and civiliza- 
tion flourish. It has been wisely the policy of the Government to ex- 
tend 10 all citizens, who may first settle upor public laids, the right of 
pre-emption. ` It has been found their interest to encourage the hardy 
and enterprising to proceed in advance of settlement, and prepare the 
way for these who are unaccustomed to the inconvenience and priva- 
tion incident to the first-setilement, and experience has taught the Uni- 
ted States, that no measure is more conducive to the settlement of the 
wild lands—to the opening of new countri¢s—to the deyciopement of 
the resourcés which lie hid in the wilderness, than the encouragement 


‘given to those men who first have the hardihood to plunge into the 


wilderness and pave the way for those tha: come after them, to whom 
the Government readily scll their lands, and sometimes evefi at ad- 
vanced rates. These privileges have bren given in almost.every in- 
stance from a mere matter of policy without any claims on the part of 
the pre-rmptars. 

Our fellow-citizens, the miners, came here at the invitation given by 
the General Government, and have a right to expect.1o be protected 
and secured in the claims which were granted them by Government. 
Ft is well known to your honors, that to each miner, under the regula- 
tions adopted by the President of the United States, sanctioned by a law 
of Congress, was allotted certain pieces or parcels of land upon certain 
conditions for the purpose of mining; which condiion has, by the 
miners, been fulfilled, even under the difficulties and embarrassments 
which have oceurred ; therefore, when they see every other portion of 
the community favored and fosteréd by the Government, while they 
are left unprovided far, it is to them a source of grief, and almost of 
distrust, in the institutions of the country, Their love of country, 
however, induces them to bear with the inconvenience and uncertainty 
of their situation relying upon the hope that the Government will, in 
the end, do them justice. al 

Public opinion has, at last, determined that it would be wise to sell 


- these mineral lands; they are no longer productive of any revenue to 


t 


the United States, and are now every day decreasing in value, be- 
cause of the policy which has of Jate years been pursued; our miners 
have relaxed in their exertions, and the miners are now only partially 
at work—the labor being only directed to advance the immediate, or 
present interest of the possessor—ull of which tends-to injure the miner 
and destroy the country. The uncertain tenure by which these lands 
are now held, and the backwardness which seems to have prevailed to 
place it upon a more safe and sure foundation to the possessor, will not 
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warrant him ia devoting his labor or expending his means, fearful that 
the policy of the Government.will be, to sell their land without proyi- 
ding for the occupant; his improvements would then be a premium to 
the greedy speculators, who are, at all times, ready to make the most 
‘of their money, even though it take the hard earnings of the poor and 
industrious man. > Fee oe 

The Council-and House of Representatives of the Territory of Wis- 
consin, with all due deference and respect to the Senate and House of 
Representatives, would respectfully recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing bill—one’ well calculated to relieve the miners from the embar- 
rassed situation in which they are naw placed, as well as promote their 
own welfare, and that of the country, and advance at the same time 
the interest of the United States inthe sale of the Mineral Land; and

Sec. 4. That for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
of this act, the sub-division of quarter-quarter sections shall be by lines 
running east and west and north ayd south, through the centre of the 
quarter-quarter sections which contain mines, diggings or discoveries 
of lead: ore, and said'sub-division shall be designated as the north-east, 
north-west, south-east or south-west fourth of the north-east, north-west, 
south-east or south-west quarter of the north-east, north-west,south-cast, 
or south-west quarter of the section; and the surveyor general at 
is hereby authorized to appoint a competent surveyor to make the sub. 
divisions required by this act, and require him to make the proper re- 
turns; and said surveyor shall be compensated for his services under 
this aet, by the persons owning mines, or discoveries of lead ore, upon 
the quarter-quarter sections which it may be necessary to sub.divide. 

Sec. 5, That all entries in said land district, of one hundred and 
sixty acres of land or under, the pre-emption law of June 19, 1884, 
shall be deemed legal and good, except it be shown that an entry was 
obtained by fraud, or false swearing, or that the just and equitable rights 
of miners, or owners of mines or discoveries of lead ore, were injured 
by said entry; in cither of which cases the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office shall withhold the patent from the person so entering 
until the matter shall have been decided by the judicial tribunals of the 
Territory ; and in case the decision be against the person“ entering 
said tract, he shall receive the money which he paid for the same from 
the Receiver of public money at Mineral Point; but if the Court decide 
that the entry be good and Jegal, the patent shall issue to the person 
who made the same; provided, however, that every entry under said 
pre-emption law which shall contain mines, diggings, or discoveries of 
Jead ore, and where it shall appear that no fraud or wilful false swear 
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interested, and when said-Commissioner is notified that said satisfac- 
tion has been made, he may issue the patent. 

Sec. 7. That all dispmes which may arise in said land district re» 
specting claims to mining lots, or respecting the boundaries thereof, 
shall be settled as herctotore by arbitration or by jndicial tribunals of 
the Territory, and the award or decision in every case. shall be forth- 
with filed in the office of the Register of the Land Office at Mineral 
Point. 

Sec, 8. That all lands in said district which have been reserved from 
sale on account of diggings, or discoveries of lead ore, shall be offered 
at public sale in the usual manner, under the dircetion of the President 
of the-United States, the bona fide owners or claimants, of mining: lots 
being first satisfied as provided by this act. — ane

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of -the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


A Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
+ consin. — Ít is believed by your memoriailists, that all that district of 
country lying between the northern boundary line of the State cf Ili- 
nois, and a line drawn west from the southern extreme of Lake Michi. 
gan to the Mississippi, rightfully belongs to the Territory of Wisconsin. 
No attempt has hitherto been made, on the part of this Territory, to 
vindicate her rights to this extensive region of country, al:hough guar- 
anteed to her by solemn compact. But the people, in view of the im- 
portance of the district in question—comprehending more than five 
‘thousand square miles—inferior to no other dis‘rict of equal extent in 
the western country, either in soil, climate, or commercial advantages, 
already settled by an enterprising and thrifty population, of nearly 
‘double the number of the present inhabitants of Wisconsin—no longer 
deem it proper to be silent on this subject, and do now, through their 
Representatives, respectfully ask leave to present this memorial to your 
honorable body for present consideration. 

The title of this Territory to the jurisdictidn of the district in ques- 
tion, rests in sundry acts of Congress and of the commonwealth of Vir. 
ginia. This State, with certain others, was the original proprietor, and 
had jurisdiction over that whole country, which was afierwards called 
“The-Ferritory of the United States north-west of the river Ohio.” 

It was early an object with Congress to obtain the cession of this 
Territory to the United States; accordingly, by an act, passed Sep- 
tember 13th, 1783, that body proposed certain terms and conditions 
on which such cession would be received, that is to say, “ upon condi- 
tion that the Terri:ory ceded should be laid out and formed into states, 
containing a suitable extent of territory, each not less than one hundred 
ñor more than one hundred and fifty miles square, or as near that as 
circumstances would permit.” This whole country was afterwards 
ceded to the United States upon these terms, and it must be beyond’ 
debate or doubt, that upon principles of law, no less than equity and 
justice, Congress were bound by the conditions of the contract intro- 
duced into it first by themselves. . 
` These memorialists are gratified to find, that in no instance has this 
obligation been denied by that body. It may be safely asserted, that 
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jn every act relating to this territory thus ceded to the United States, 
where this point was drawn m question, from the day it was ceded to 
the present time, Congress have explicitly recognized the force of their 
own agreements. This will appear and-be established, by a brief 
survey of the history of the legi:lation of Congress on this subject. 

The stipulations of the act of 1783, above cited, were changed.by 
the Ordinance of July 13th, 1787. entitled “An ordinance for the gov- 
ernment of the Territory of the United States north-west of the river 
Ohio.” ‘This contained several articles, entitled “ Articles of compact 
between the original sfa'es and the people and states within said terri- 
tory,” and itis declaied in said ordinance that these articles ‘shall 
forever remain unalterable unless by common consent.” In the fifth 
article the ‘Territory is divided into staics, and after the boundaries of 
three-stutes, extending from the river Ohio on the south, to Canada on 
the north, were prescribed, it proceeds as follows, viz: “Provided, 
however, and it is further understood and declared, that the bounda- 
ries of these three states shall be subject so far to be altered, that if 
Congress shall hereafter think it expedient, they shall have authority to, 
form one or two states in that part of said ‘Territory which lies north 
of an east and west line drawn through the southern bend or extreme 
of Lake Michigan.” ‘To this article was prefixed the condition “As 
soon as Virginia shall alter ler“deed of cession and consent to the 
same,” clearly acknowledging the binding force of the first conpact 

now attempted to-be changed, and that it could not be done without 
the consent of the parties tosite In December, - 1788, Virginia made 
the alteration in her uct of cession, and thus came into this second 
agreement with Congress, which is the present subsisting compact. 

The act of 1802 is the next in order, enabting the people of Ohio to 
form a constitution, &c, in order for admittance into the Union. This 
act is in conformity with the compact. So, also, is the next following 
act of 1805, establishing the Territory of Michigan. But in 1816 the 
act for forming Indiana into a State to be admitted into the Union,makes 
a departure from the provision of the compact; which, however, is 
made conditional by the following proviso, viz: “Provided, that the 
convention hereinafter previded for, when formed, shall ratify the bound- 
aries aforesaid, otherwise they shall be and remain as prescribed by 
the ordinance for the government of the territory of the United States 
north-west of the river of Ohio.” Here the admission of the force of 
the compact is evident from the mistaken attempt, to fulfil it. 

The last act to be noticed in this review, is that to enable the people 
of Illinois to form a constitution in order for admission into the Union, 
dated April 18, 1818, and is the act whose validity is here called in ques- 
tion by your memorialis's. This act comes directly in collision with, 
and is repugnant to, the compact entered into by the original states 
with the people and states within this north-western territory. ‘The 
attempt to comply with the compact by introducing the proviso, which 
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is in the words just quoted from the Indiana act, is a vain one. Itis 
admitted that the convention provided for in'the act, did ratify the 
present boundaries of the State of [llinois. But does it remove the ob. 
jection that the compact is violated? This is the great question and 
the only one in debate, because it 1s conceded that this compact is the 
Jaw binding all parties, and irrepealable except by the consent of all 
parties. Z i 
It will be contended on the part of Illinois, that Congress, and the 
people of that State were the only parties whose consent was requisite 
to give validity to the act of 1818, according to the compact. But it 
is insisted that neither the letter nor. spirit of this instrument will admit 
of this construction. Who are the parties named inthe compact? A 
compact between whom doesit say? The original states and the peo. 
ple, and the states within said territory. Ohio and Indiana were 
states within the territory. Michigan was erected into a territory, and 
another party was the whole people of said territory. Neither of them 
have given their consent. If it is argued that the said states and ter- 
ritory of Michigan, being represented in Congress when the act was 
passed, did thereby give their consent; in reply, the decision of Con. 
gress upon a question not distinguishable from this may be cited. The 
separate consent of the State Legisiature of Virginia to certain provi- 
sions of the ordinance of July 13th, 1787, which conflictea with the 
compact, was by Coñgress deemed necessary, although she was in 
like manner present by her represcntatives at the enacting of the ordi- 
nance. The act excludes all the people of the ‘Territory, who lived 
out of the prescribed boundary lines of the state, and they have given 
noconsent. ‘True, the number might then have been small, but does 
that take away their political rights? If there were any, they were 
parties to the compact-—and where is the evidence that there were 
none? Virginia intended to provide by the compact for all her citi. 
zens. Suppose the formation of a State Government for Illinois had 
been postponed to the present time, could her present boundaries be le- 
gally established without the conseat of the people norih of the state; 
and bow are the rights of the present population better or different from 
those of the inhabitants of the same country in 1818? Suppose again, 
a law to have been passed by Co: gress, placing the boundary of the 
state as far north as the river Wisconsin, have Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
‘gan, and the exposed handful of citizens beyond the Wisconsin no m- 
terest in the matter—and can they have no voice in a subject so deep- 
ly affecting their welfare? No, the spirit of the compact as well as its 
Iéfter and most obvious meaning, will bear no such construction ; and 
if it can be set aside by any one of its parties ‘at pleasure, its spirit has 
fled. Iltisa dead letter. The important provision of the compact 
next following the clause here violated, the right to admission into the 
Union when a state shall have a certain number of inhabitants, may be 
taken away next; and what can secure the right to the writ of habeas 
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corpus and a trial by jury to this remnant of the people? Nay, what 
ean prevent the last vestige of the compact from being erased from 
the statute book, if the power here assumed legally belongs to one’of 
the parties without the concurrence of the others ? 

Your memorialists are willing to leave the subject here, fully con- 
vinced that it was an erroneous construction of the compact, which led 
to the opinion that it could be altered by the parties called upon to con- 
sent, in the case now before them, without the consent of all the other 
parties fo it, and that the boundaries of the Stateof Minois should « be 
and remain as prescribed in the ordinance for governing the Territory 
north-west of the Ohio.” 

Your memorialists furthermore respectfully petition your honorable 
body to pass a Jaw at its present session, to enable the people of the 
Territory of Wisconsin, in conjunction with the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict of country lying between the northern boundary line of the State 
of Illinois, and a line drawn west from the southern extreme of Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi, to form a constitution and state govern- 
ment for admission, as a State, into the Union, “on an equal footing 
with the-original States,” if it is deemed consistent wiih the general in- 
terests of the United States. 

This is'a question of expediency, and is cheerfully submitted to the 
‘discretion’ of your honorable bedy.

MEMORIAL, No. 6. | 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial ofthe Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis. 
consin respectfully represents: That thé two tribes of Brothertown 
and Stockbridge Indians reside upon a tract of land surrounded by 
white settlements within this Territory, the jurisdiction of which is 
excluded from the territorial laws. Those tribes, formerly residing in 
New-York, were governed by the laws of that State, and acquired a 
degree of civilization rendering them competent to exercise all the 
privileges of citizenship. Indeed, they are incapable from their pur. 
suits, habits, and manners, af exercising that exclusive power of making 
their own laws in the mode which is vested in, and exercised by, all 
native Indian tribes by the laws of the United States. To make their 
government effective among themselves, it would be necessary for 
them to make a constitution and form of government similar in their 
features and operation to those ef the several States. Their numbers, 
however, are so small, not exceeding 200 adult male persons, that, 
rather than incur so great expense and difficulty as would be attended 
by it, they have heretofore lived without law, cither for the punishment 
of offences, or enforcing mutual contracts between their citizens. 

Your memorialists would further represent that the members of 
those two tribes are, with few exceptions, well educated and versed in 
the language and laws of the country—that they are of industrious and 
sober habits—that they are well skilled in agricultural and mechanical 
pursuits; and that they are all weaned from the roving character of the 
native Indian. They are farmers and mechanics, whose industry has 
greatly improved the section of country they occupy; and they are, 
in every respect, worthy of enjoying their property in individual right, 
and becoming incorporated with the civil government of the Territory. 

Your memorialists, therefore, in pursuance of their request, ask that 
a law may be passed, securing their lands to them in fee, and that they 
may be admitted to all the privileges of citizens of the United States.

MEMORIAL, No. 7. : 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
consin respectfully reproserts: That in the summer of 1835, Ebe- 
nezer Childs, Linus Thompson and Francis Laventure, being posses- 
sed of three floating rights, under the pre-emption law of 19:h June, 
1834, located the same, agreeably to the provisions of said act, upon 
lots one, two and three of scction thirty-two, township seven, range 
twenty-two, in the county of Milwaukee, and received the Receivers 
receipts for the same. ‘That in the same year, the late President of 
the United States by proclamation, ordered the sale of certain lands in 
the Green Bay Land District. to be held at Green Bay in the month of 


‘September; among the Landsthus ordered for sale, was said town- 


ship seven,~it being then embraced within the limits of the said land 
district, and at which sale the whole of said township was sold, with 
the exception of such paris as had previously been obtained by pre- 
emption, or floating rights. Since that time the original purchasers 
or those who hold under them, have had undispated possession of said 
premises. In the month of May last these flouting rights were reject. 
ed by the commissioner of the General Land Office, and an order was 
issued by him to the land officers at Green Bay, directing them to re- 
fund the money paid therefor: ‘The present occupants of these lands 
have erected many valuable buildings thereon, and are now only pre- 
vented from making further improvements by the decision above re- 
ferred to. 

The title has passed from the original purchasers, through a great 
number of persons to the present owners who have paid therefor at 
from one to five thousand dollars per acre, and who supposed no doubt 
existed as to the validity of their titles, and if the Goverament does not 
interpose and grant some relief, consequences will follow ruinous to 
many innocent individuals who must lose what has already been paid 
together with all the improvements made on the premises. If, after 
the lapse of three years, pre-emptions allowed by the authorised agents 
‘of the Government are to be rejected, there is no safety in purchasing 
lands similarly obtained, fromthe United States. Such a course would 
involve in ruin the best citizens of the West, and destroy all confidence 
in titles, whether derived from the United States or private individuals ; 
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would retard the settlement of the country, prevent the transfer of 
property, and involve in endless and ruinous litigation, many of the 
industrious citizens of this Territory. 

Viewing therefore, the circumstances of the present case, the amount 
of property involved, the length of time that has elapsed since the 
original purchase, we would ask of the Congress of the United States, 
a confirmation of the titles to the above mentioned lands, believing, that 
in this way only, can strict justice be rendered to the present eccu- 
pants.

MEMORIAL, No. 8. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of Wisconsin most respect- 
fully-represents to your honorable bodies: That the improvement ofthe 
navigation of the Fox River in this Territory, is a measure deserving 
of immediate and favorable consideration. Its importance has repeat- 
edly been urged, but nothing has yet been done towards effecting its 
accomplishment. A Government Engineer was appointed a year or 
two since to survey the channel of this river with a view of ascertaining 
the practicability of its improvement. Your memorialists, however, 
have not yet been able to ascertain what was the result of this survey, 
although they cannot believe that the report upon the subject was oth- 
erwise than favorable. ; 

When are taken into view the advantages which must result not 
only to the Territory but to the United States, from the accomplish-” 
ment of the improvement alluded to, and the comparatively trifling na- 
ture of the obstacles to be overcome ; in effecting it your memorialists 
cannot believe that your honorable bodies will hesitate in making such ' 
reasonable appropriations as may bring about the great desideratum 
desired, viz: a connection-of the northern Lakes with the Mississippi 
via. the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 

It will be advantageous to the United States and to the Territory, 
in throwing open for settlement and improvement a vast extent of 
country bordering the eastern and western shores of the Fox river :. 
a great portion of which is yet owned by the Government, and the 
value of which must necessarily be greatly enhanced. Notwithstand. 
ing- the want of facilities of commercial intercourse, and the at present 
almost insurmountable obstacles to be encountered by settlers in pene- 
trating into the interior; so inviting is this country, in consequence of 
the productiveness of its soil, the healthfulness of the climate,-and the 
many other natural advantages which it possesses, that even now, 
when there are scarcely any means of ingress or egress, the tide of 
emigration is steadily, though slowly, finding its way to this region. 
Commercial facilities only are wanted, to secure to this country a rapid 
settlement, a prosperity unexampled and abiding; and the Governa- 
ment will be benefitted, not only by the great increase in the value of 
its domain along the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, but the annual saving 

to the United States in the transportation of troops and military stores, 
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from the Lakes to the Mississippi on this route, would, in the course 
of three or four years, your memorialists believe, be almost sufficient 
to cover the expense of the desired improvement. 

It is probably known to your honorable bodies, that a company is 
now engaged in constructing a canal, for the purpose of connecting the 
navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. The length of this canal 
will be but a mile and a quarter. It is under contract, and has been 
so far progressed with, as to leave but little doubt of its early comple- 
tion; all then that will be necessary to open an uninterrupted water 
communication from the Lakes to the Mississippi, is the removal of 
the obstructions to the navigation of the Fox, which are rapids extend. 
ing a distance of but a few miles. For the proper information upon 
this subject, your memorialists would respectfully refer to the report of 
the Engineer apppointed to survey the river. 

Your memorialists will not trespass long upon the attention of your 
-honorable bodies ‘ia setting forth the beneficial results which must flow 
from this improvement. They feel convinced that the object suggest- _ 
ed to your attention from its great importance cannot fail to receive 
attention ; and they would respectfully ask an appropriation of every 
section of Jand which shall be designated by an odd number, within five 
miles of either bank of said river, and in case it should be found that 
“any such sections, or any part of them, have been previously sold, to 
grant to the Territory a corresponding quantity of land out of any of 
the unsold lands of the Government within the Territory. 

Your meniorialists would further represent that the Rock River, 
which intersects the Territory from north to south, has its origin within 
ten miles of Winnebago Lake. Although this stream has not yet 
been surveyed with a view to its improvement, it is believed that a small 
expense in overcoming two principal rapids, would make it navigable 
for steamboats of the size which navigate the several rivers in the Ter- - 
ritory. The land lying between Rock River and Winnebago Lake, 
is a low, level tract, through which an excavation may be made at 
trifling expense, and a canal of not exceeding fifteen miles in length, 
would make a connected navigation between them. ‘The importance 
of this work, will be evident from a glance at the map of our Territory. 
This stream is midway between the Lake and the Mississippi, and set- 
tlements are rapidly forming along its borders, although great difficul- 
ties are encountered by the settlers on account of the want of timber 
for the erection of comfortable buildings and in procuring the necessary 
supplies. This navigation, in connexion with that of the Fox River, 
would open to them the extensive pineries of the north, and access by 
the way of Green Bay to the eastern cities. 

On the Rock River the largest portion of lands is yet owned by the 
Government, and the same reason may be given for extending a do- 
nation of lands for the improvement of that stream which has been so 
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successfully urged in favor of similar grants, viz : that the value of the 
public lands in its vicinity would be: greatly enhanced. 

Your memorialists would, therefore, ask a like donation of the alter- 
nate odd sections within five miles of Rock River, to be expended in 
improving said stream and constructing a canal from the nearest 
practicable point thereon to Winnebago Lake.

To the Hon. the President of the Council : 

Sm-—tIn reply to a resolution of the Council of the 7th inst. re- 
quiring information upon the subject of the maps of the Territory, or- 
dered to be made by a resolution of the Legislature, approved Dec. 
20th, 1837, I have the honer to state, that I employed a competent 
draftsman to execute a manuscript map of the Territory. which was 
completed early last summer, with the exception of a small portion of 
the territory, the surveys of which had not been returned to the office 
of the Surveyor General. I préteeded to Cincinnati in August last, 
obtained access for the draftsman to the plats of the Surveyor Gener- 
al’s office, and soon had the map ready for the engraver. Four or five 
engravers were employed fo execute that work, which was compieted 
in about six weeks. e saw. however, that the chief difficulty in the 
early accomplishment of the work, consisted in the want of suitable 
paper. J however, met with a Mr. Hudson, of Hartford, Conn., an 
extensive paper manufacturer, with whom I contracted to furnish the 
paper. In less than three weeks from that date the paper wag ship- 
ped to Philadelphia, of which I received due notice. When I left, in 
October, it had not arrived, owing to the low stage of water in the 
Ohjo river; it was, however, daily expected by land—in which event, 
my agent informed me, the maps would be at this place during the 
session. - os

- Edwards; he thinks he shall complete the printing within three or four 
days, and that within two or three weeks time they may be ready 
for distribution ; but experience has shown the necessity of making 
some allowance in estimates of this kind. It would not probably be 
practicable to send them to your territory until the opening of naviga 

tion in the spring, and by that time they will probably be completed. 
The causes of this delay, as given by Mr. Edwards, are first, the 
general sickness that has pervaded this country, and which has not 
spared himself and his family ; and secondly, that it has not been prac. 
ticable for him to obtain a copy of the printed laws, which were or. 
dered to be re-published. He has not been delayed a moment for 
want of copies of the laws of the last general and special sessions. 
These are all that Mr. Edwards himself is intending to print. 
The laws of 1836, and those selected from the Michigan statutes, 
_.which were ordered to be re-published, were printed in Pennsylvania, 
` under the-direction of Mr. Clarke, of whom Mr. Edwards contracted 
to take them. Owing-to the low stage of water in the Ohio, they have 
not been received, and will not probably arrive before spring Owing 
to this fact, Mr. Edwards has, I believe, concluded to have the laws he 
himself has printed, done up by themselves, so that they may be ready 
for distribution immediately as opportunity presents itself.
